CITIZENS, LOOK TO YOUR DKAINS. 

This is good aud seasonable advice. 
There is no more useful topic for public 
disouBsion than the subject of drainage. 
Good sewerage -will do more to establish 
the reputation of a town for wholesomo- 
nees than anything else. More lives are 
sacrificed in a single year through a dis- 
regard of the plainest hygienio laws than 
would be lost" in battlo, supposing Tur- 
key and Russia to be chronically at war 
with eaoh other for twenty years. In 
olden times, when a family or any member 
thereof sickened and died of dipthoria, 
typhoid, or of any kindred disease, it 
•was the custom to regard the stroke as 
providential. A score of years or so ago 
it was quite common for a coroner's jury 
to return a vordict of "died of. the visi- 
tation of God." Tow thought of search- 
ing for and removing the mysterious 
cause that led to the man's doath. The 
disease came— the life went— it was the 
Lord's will. Modern, science refuses to 
receive a verdict of "visitation." It in- 
quires into the minutest oircumstancos 
connected with a mysterious demise and 
generally ascertains that it has resulted 
from a breach of natural laws. Especially 
hag it been shown that with tho oxorcise 
of ordinary care and foresight diptheria 
and kindred disoases must disappear. If 
a man follow a simplo code of hygionio 
rules— sees that his drains aro not choked, 
that his sorvants do not deposit gar- 
bage in situations whero it will breed 
disease "and death, provides an abundance 
of wholesome water for drinking and ouli- 
nary purposes, and, above all, sees that 
his own efforts towards cleanliness aro not 
negatived by dirty or careless neighbors, 
suoh a person will not find his family 
withering before malarial complaints. A 
large number of tho lessor ailments wo 
suffer from are entirely our own fault. 
They are the offspring of broken natural 
lawB, and can be traced from cause to 
sffeot as plainly as that two and two make 
four. Nature is neither wholly kind nor 
wholly cruel; she is only juBt. If wo re- 
bel against her laws wo suffer: and God 
will not and nature cannot prevent this 
suffering. We have before us tho recent 
experience of a Newport, Rhode Island 
family of eight members. The dwelling 
was eligibly situated, and apparently well 
drained. Tho inmates were surrounded 
with all the comforts and luxuries of life, 
and noadjunot to happiness was wanting. 
One day at the beginning of last month 
one of the children sickened and in a few 
days died. In a day or two more, two 
others of tho family foil sick and died, and 
death claimod a victim daily until six of 
the till-lately joyous group had been 
snatched away. Thou it ocourred to some 
person to institute an examination of the 
house-drains. He found that the main 
pipe had burst and that filth instead of 
running off into tho sower had been de- 
posited in the cellar of the house! The 
cause of the bereavement was explained 
when too late. A watchful superinten- 
dence of the drain3 would have averted 
the evil. This was a preventable cal- 
amity. Thirty years ago the popular, vor- 
diot would have been, "it was the will of 
God." Was it Oromwoll who admonish 
ad his soldiers to "put their trust ii 
God and keep their powder dry ? " Even 
God would not declare on the side of an 
army so neglectful as to allow its 
match-looks to grow rusty or its powder 
to become damp. A popular writer says 
it is the duty of all truly religious per 
sons to help the Almighty, so to speak- 
that is, to make themselves his instru- 
ments in stamping out evil wherever thoy 
find it. It is the duty of every citizen 
whether religious or irreligious — Jew or 
Gentile — to do his share towards eocuring 
publio oleanliness, and ho cannot bette 
advance that intorest than by looking af 
ter his own house drains.

GKNTLEMENi— In coming before you as a can- 
dldato for the honor of being ono of your repre- 
sentatives in tho House of Commons In the next Par- 
liament of Canada, I desire as briefly as possible to 
etatoroy vIowb on tho main political issues of tho day. 

To my mind the Railway question In importance 
to the whole Province overshadows all othors, and 
noit to tho Railway in importance lo Victoria Dis- 
trict 1b tho construction at EBqulmalt of a first class 
Graving Dock.

So 
far wo have had plenty of promises from Canada, 
which, alas! to her shame and disgrace have been 
broken; and sooner than 6ubmlt to bo humbugged In 
tho f uturo bb wo havo r een in the past I would sever 
tho cord that binds us to tho Confedemtlon, I sin- 
corely hope, however, tho day will novor como when 
this or any other Provinco in tho Dominion will bo 
forced lor Bolf protoction lo adopt so high-handed a 
rjmedy. In referenco to tho two political parties in 
Canada I boliovo tho policy of tho Llberal-Couserva. 
tivo party host calculated to advanco tho truo Inter- 
ests of our country, and to make it in deed, as woll 
as In word, a great and prosperous Dominion. I fur- 
ther beliovo that in Sir John Macdouald, tho Hon; L. 
II. Langovin aud tho Hon. S. L. Tllloj wo havo truo 
friends— men who havo the hoart and ability to car- 
ry out tho liberal aud advanced plans of tho deeply 
lamented statesman Sir Geo. Cartior, whOBO rallying 
cry was, "All aboard for the Westl" If electod, it 
shall bo my pleasuro to give that party a hoarty sup- 
port, providing thoy extend to this Province what is 
fair, right and Just. I consider our first duty is to 
ourselves bb British Columbians, aud that If wo aro 
united and true to our own Interests and act as ono 
man In demanding simple justice wo shall prevail, 
I shall aim to harmonize our own contending sec- 
tional elements, so ns to make our power as a Pro- 
vinco- felt, always remembering that "united wo 
stand, divided wo fall. 

If tho foregoing views meet with your approval, 
and you think I novo sufficient independence of 
cha i acter to carry them out, I respectfully atk your 
support.

A BYLAW 

To enable tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to raise tho sum of 
520,000 for tho purposes therein 
set forth. 

WHEREAS tho Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
has resolved to raise the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
standing liabilities of the said Council. 

And whereas it will require the sum of 
$2012 to be raised annually by special 
rate for the payment of the said debt and 
interest as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
rateablo property of tho said Corporation 
of the City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment Roll being for the 
year 1878 was §2,494,500, irrespective of 
any future increase of the rateable proper- 
ty of the Municipality and of any income 
in the uaturo of tolls, interest or dividends 
from the work, and alao irrespective of 
any income from the temporary invest- 
monts'of tho sinking fund or of any part 
thereof. 

And wboreas for paying the interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
for paying the said principal sum of 820,- 
000 and intorest as hereinafter mentioned 
it will require an equal annual special 
rato of ono-tonth of one per cent, on the 
dollar. 

Bo it theroforo ona'oted by tho. Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the 
City ot Victoria. 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporato who may bo willing to advanco 
tho same upon the credit of the deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho whole the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars (§20,000) , 
and causa the same to bo paid into tho 
hands of tho Treasurer of the said Corpo- 
ration for tho purpose and with the objeot 
above reoited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to cause anv number of debentures 
to be made for suoh sums of money as may 
bo required not less than one hundred 
dollars each (§100) each and that tho said 
debentures shall be sealed with the seal 
of the said Corporation . of the City of 
Viotoria and bo Bigned by tho said Mayor 

3. That the said debentures shall be 
made payable in twenty years at furthest 
from tho day hereinafter mentioned for 
this Byluw to tako effect at the offioe of the 
Treasurer of tho Corportation of tho said 
City of Viotoria, and shall have attaohed 
to them cupons for tho payment of the 
interest, 

4. That tho said debentures shall bear 
interest at and after tho rate of seven per 
cent, per annum from the -dote thereof, 
which interest shall be payable half-vearly 
at tho office of the Treasurer of the Muni 
cipality. 

5. That for the purpose of forming 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
debentures and tho interest at tho rata 
aforesaid to bcoomo duo thereon, an equal 
spooial rate of ono-tenth of one cent on 
tho dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates be raised, levied and collooted in 
each year upon all rateable property in 
the said Municipality during the contin 
nance of tho said debentures or any of 
them. 

G. Clauso two of the Victoria Revenue 
By-Law, 1875, as amended by the "Water 
Works Debenture und Revenue By-Law 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," is hereby 
further amonded by striking out the words 
"nino-tenths" and substituting the words 
"eight-tenths." 

7. It shall bo lawful for the said Muni 
cipal Council from time to time to re 1 
purchase any of the said debentures and 
such debentures shall be oxprosBed as to 
entitle the said Counoil to redeem and 
purchase the same on paying tho amount 
thereof and interest due thereon to the 
date of suoh purchase to the holder or 
holders thereof; and all debentures so re- 
purchased shall bo forthwith cancelled 
und dostroyed and no re-issue of deben 
tures shall bo made in consequence of 
such re-purchaso. 

8. That this By Law shall take effect 
and come into operation upon the 20th 
day of June, A. D. 1878. 

9 This By-Law may bo oited for all 
purpoees as the "By-Law to authorize the 
raising of twenty thousand dollars, 1878.

The $20,000 Loan— Words of Warning, j 

Editor Colonist: — Any person at a 
distance and not acquainted with the ele 
ments that constitute our Municipal 
Council would scarcely realize that the 
ohosen of tho citizens, supposed to be the 
most fit to take care of their interests, 
should be guilty of such vagaries as they 
are indulgmg now in regard to the pro- 
posed by-law for the raising of a §20,000 
loan. 

One of the Councillors for Yates Street 
Ward is reported to have said at the last 
meeting that even business men were 
under the impression thai the by law in 
question meant an increase of taxation. 
In order to instruotevon business men on 
tho meaning of the Queen's English the 
Mayor kindly publishes a notice in this 
morning's papers stating that tho propos- 
ed by-law doos not increase the present? 
taxation. But pray, your Worship, how 
do you interpret artiolo 5 (formerly 4) of 
the by-law? It reads, "That for tho pur- 
pose of forming a Bioking fund for the 
payment of the said debentures, and the 
interest at the rate aforesaid to become 
due thereon, an equal special rate of one- 
tenth of one per oent. on the dollar shall, 
/it addition to all other rates, be raised, levied 
and collected in each year upon all rateable 
property in the said Municipality during the 
continuance of the said debentures or ant/ of 
them." ' 

I doubt if even the philology of the 
amiable City. Clerk could interpret the 
above artiole as meaning no inorease of 
taxation. 

Tho by-law is thoro to speak for itsolf, 
and no notice of explanation oan alter its 
meaning. Tho voters of Victoria know 
how to read and interpret English better 
than some of tho Councillors, and I trust 
thoy will not bo misled by equivocations, 
false representations or mental reserva- 
tions of any members of the Council. 
Even if their promises could be trusted 
thoy cannot answer for their successors. 

Independent of any other consideration 
tho by-law published in to day's Colonist 
is not tho by law passed by the Ouunoil 
on the 29th of May— one is composed of 
uino clauses tho othor only of eight. 

I am grieved and astonished to see the 
Mayor lending his name to suob proceed- 
ings. That gGntloman was unanimously 
elected by tho citizens of Victoria to the 
highest position in tbeir gift for his in- 
tegrity aod supposed financial abilities. 
So far ho has certainly not answered 
their expectations. 

Ratepayers of Victoria! I repeat to you 
the warning contained in my letter of the 
4th: Beware how you oast your vote on 
this most important question. You are 
probably even now actively oanvassed by 
by some interested party in tbe Council 
who expects by the passago of this by-law 
to extricate himself from the responsi- 
bility inourred by unlawful action and 
hidhhanded proceedings iu connection 
with the oxpenditure of the public funds.

What is Communism? 

Editor Colonist: — It has sometimes 
been contended by those approving of this

Need we 
be surprised with Buch a platform as tho 
representation of communism that it 
should have led to the attempted assassi- 
nation of the Emperor of Prussia, or that 
there have been atrooities perpetrated in 
Paris, and fearful riots, destruction of 
property and loss of lifo iu Philadelphia. 
Happily for England, as well as for her 
numerous depuudonoies, this socialism of 
which Mr. B. Cochrane, M.P., Baid in his 
place in Parliament "that its creed was 
infamous und its objects atrocious, has 
found no gieat favor in England, and has 
diminished in that favor as its oharacter 
has been more lully developed. The fact 
is this disgusting organization is essen- 
tially of foreign birth, and has nothing 
English about it. Thero can be littlo 
doubt tbe late dastardly attempt of two 
avowed Communists to put a sudden end 
to the life of tbe Emperor of Germany, 
whoso Band hud well nigh run out, taken 
in oonnt-ction with other antecedents of 
communism, ond its exhibitions in Paris 
and Philadelphia will shortly cau"0 it to be 
held in as little favor in Germany and the 
United States of America as at tbe present 
time in England and with Englinh com- 
munities.

English Mail. 

(Per Steamer North Pneiflo.) 

A Bristol telegram says: — "Serious 
frauds have been committed upon the 
West of England and South Wales 
Bank this week by some men, two 
of whom are now in custody, obtain 
ing a cheque-book through one of them 
opening an account at Bristol. 
Cheques for heavy sums have this week 
been presented, on which the name 
of Mr. Oassey, cattledealer, and a 
large customer of the bank, was clever- 
ly forged. Several thousand pounds 
weie in this way drawn out before the 
fraud was discovered by Mr. Oassey 
entering the bank as one of the cheques 
was being paid. * 

Mr. Frederick Goulburn, O.B., 
Chairman of the Board of Customs, has 
diod after suffering some considerable 
time from Bright's disease. The de- 
ceased was the son of the Right Hon. 
Sir Henry Goulburn, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in the 1841 Ministry of 
Sir Robert Peel. Tbe vacant post is 
worth £2,000 a year. 

Sir Garnet Wolaeley, at the Uuited 
Service Institute, in closing the dis- 
cussion on a paper brought forward for 
debate, expressed disapproval of any 
change being made in the organization 
of the British army at a time like the 
present, when war, as it wero, hung in 
the balance, and England did not 
know, one moment from another, when 
she would be forced into it. 

Lynch law, says the "Pall Mall 
Gazette,'' is happily not one of the 
customs of this country, but there 
seems to be a growing tendency to- 
wards it. A disturbance which took 
place at Henley on Tuesday is a case 
in point. A marriage was celebrated 
in a Methodist chapel between an old 
man of seventy and a girl of eighteen. 
The disparity of years between the 
bride and bridegroom aroused tbe in- 
dignation of a mob, who attacked the 
couplo on their arrival at the chapel, 
tore their clothes, and ill-treated them. 
The mob then rushed in the chapel, not- 
withstanding the efforts of a small 
body of police to exclude them, broke 
one of the windows, and such a scene 
of violence ensued that it required all 
the exertions of tbe police to protect 
the object of this "righteous wrath" 
from personal injury. Ultimately, 
however, the old man escaped from the 
building by one door, his newly-mar- 
ried wife by another, and, by the aid 
of a police escort, succeeded in reach- 
ing their home in safety. Proceedings 
of this nature cannot be too strongly 
deprecated. Tbe marriage of an old 
man with a young woman may be an 
imprudent but is not an illegal act; 
and if the two persons concerned enter 
the bonds of matrimony of their own 
free choice it is their own business, 
and no one has a right to interfere. 
There are really so many public ques- 
tions which afford special excuse for 
excitement that there is no excuse or 
occasion for mob gatherings on purely 
domestic concerns. 

The Goldsmids, Barings and Roths- 
childs are among the great monetary 
powers of England, and the fatal ac- 
cident to Sir P. Goldsmid has created 
much sensation and deep regret among 
men of all political patties, as he was 
very popular and very liberal in hiB cha- 
rities. The train by which he arrived 
at Waterloo station was fifteen min- 
utes late. His brougham was waiting 
for him, but it is not kown that he had 
any special engagement to account for 
his bastein leaving the train. He slip- 
ped and fell between the carriage and 
the platform. His injuries were — the 
right foot severely bruised his pelvis 
Bmashod and a number of hi8|ribs bro- 
ken; be also complained of injury to 
his chest. When taken up he was 
supposed to be dead but consciousness 
soon returned. When taken to St. 
Thomas, he asked what hospital it wus, 
and wtafcn informed, he expressed his 
satisfaction that he was takon to the 
one of which he was governor. He 
lived only one hour after his arrival, 
his last words wore — "Do not disturb 
me; let me die in peace," Deceased 
was enormously wealthy. His title 
is token by a nephew, as he bad no 
children. The deceased Baronet was 
70 years of age. He was made a Q.C. 
in 1828, and has been M.P. for Read- 
ing since 1890. Sir Francis is stated 
by "Debrett" to have been the first 
member of the Jewish faith called to 
the English Bar, and also the first per- 
son of that religion who was made a Q. 
C. He was liberal in politics. 

Mr. Ray, of Sunderland, having ob- 
jected to the expenditure, by the cor- 
poration of upwards of £2,000 for en- 
tertaining Gen. Grant at the opening of 
a Free Library and Museum, the matter 
has come before tbe Queen's Bench. 
The Lord Chief Justice said that the 
borough r*te could only be applied to 
the actual expenses of carrying out the 
Municipal Act and the rates could not 
be applied to defray such charges as 
proposed by the corporation, A rule 
was granted for a certiorari to quash 
the resolution of the croporatiou for 
the payment of these expenses.

REDUCED TO EATING DIET. 



An American Missionary's Description 
of the Famine in China.

(Rev. S. Wella Wllliamg, in a letter dated Feb. lOtli.j 

This day wa3 tho worst of all. I saw 
abundant proofs of men eating olay or 
stones, and bought three stone cakes. 
Tbe stone is the same as our soft stone 
pencils. It is reduced to dost and mixed 
with millet husks, in different propor- 
tions, and thon baked. It does not look 
but tastes like what it is— dust. The dead 
seem to number more than on any ' .pre- 
vious day, for there wero 29 in 18 miles 
along the road, and the oiroumstances 
were more frightful. In one valley the 
road branched into two, and my servant 
took one while I took the other— one eaoh 
side the stream. On this road the servant 
saw a woman lyiDg in a ditoh, after being 
robbed of all she had, and Btill moving, 
though unconscious of anyone passing by. 
Further on we saw a man's head out clean 
from bis body— a cruel murderer's deed. 
Wo saw also among the doad some woun- 
ded heads, but not done by tho wolves, 
dogs or birds. The dogs barked and 
howled at us when wo drove thorn off from 
tbe dead. Many of tho corpses seen when 
we wore going had disappeared, but 
their places were more than suppliod by 
others. 

To these details of what I saw I give 
you a briefer account of what I have 
heard. Some men coming from Siohum, 
on tbeir way to Peking, said that along 
the whole way they saw dead bodies hero 
and thoro. Snow had fallen in Honan 
provinco a foot deep, and about eight in- 
ches in Shansi to the west and northwest, 
and nono further north in that provinco. 
In all that region wost of this the cold has 
been unusual. Tho solid stono ia sold at 
from two to five mills a pound, and bark 
from fivo to seven mills per pound for 
food. The roots of fli.gs aro dug, but 
thoy cause tho head to swell. Grain is 
three or four times tho usual prico, and 
cabbage five or six times. Flour is seven, 
eight and nine mills per ounce. In every 
city I passed through tho report was 20, 
30 or 40 dying daily. At Ping-yang ten 
great pits had been filled, and two cartsJh 
wore daily employed in oarting the dead. 
One innkeeper told us that one of his cus- 
tomers reported having counted 270 dead 
on the road in three dayB' journey. Whole 
families, old and young.die in their houses 
and lie nnburied. In ono diatriot a third 
of the population is dead, and tbe people 
maintain that in many towns fully one- 
half have perished. and they know villages 
whore formerly dwelt 300," 400 and even 
500 people, of whom not more than a hun- 
dred now remain.

The Earth not a True Globe. 



f Norman Lookyear In Truo Words.) 

Our planet is not a true globe, be- 
cause of its former plastic condition 
before the formation and cooling of 
the surface. When the globe was soft 
it was more or less yielding, and then 
tbe rotation of the earth to which I 
have referred tended to drive off, as 
it wero, the matter .in the equatorial 
regions: so that the distance through 
tbe center of the earth between the 
wo surfaces as far as possible removed 
from the poles of rotation, or those 
parts of the earth which the imaginary 
axis comes through, is rather greater 
than the distances between the two 
joints where the axis comes to the sur- 
ace. The reasons of that fact, and 
that it must have been so has been 
beautifully established by several ex- 
periments. That the earth was once 
hotter than it is now is therefore prov- 
ed, both by the irregularities of its sur- 
face and by its shape as a whole. 
We must not immagine however 
that thore has been but one 
change. The minor irregularities 
are all gradually changing by 
inner energies and the action of air and 
water, and it may be that even the 
largest ones are young, compared 
with the age of the planet's surface. 
Nor|does the obange end here;the equa- 
torial protuberance itself maybutafter 
all mark a point in a great cycle of 
change, whiob has compelled the earth 
to rotate now about one axis and now 
about another. Mathematicians con- 
sidei it highly probable that tbe axis 
of the earth may have been in ancient 
times differently Bituated to what it is 
at present, and, indeed, thatit "might 
have gradually shifted through 10, 20, 
30,40, or more degrees, without at 
any time any perceptible sudden dis- 
turbance of either land or water." 
Thus it appears that nature prevents 
oatastrophes by the very hugeness of 
the soale on which she works.
